Perhaps the tourist bureau of Alberta 
could learn something about pride from its 
not-so-distant counterparts in the province of 
Quebec. 

Over the August long weekend, I had 
the privilege of joining twenty-nine other gay 
journalists on a press trip to Montréal for the 
city’s Pride festivities. Tourisme Montréal, 
with the assistance of Tourisme Quebec and 
some local businesses and organizations 
invited us to “discover our charming city, 
sample our joie de vivre, and leave with 
incredible memories of Montréal.” 

And we did just that. 

Given the beauty of Montréal itself and 
the expert hospitality of our hosts, no other 
outcome was possible. From the minute we 
stepped off the plane at Dorval, everything — 
no word of a lie—was perfection itself. 

With Out and About photographer 
Andrew Clelland in tow, I cabbed into 
downtown Montréal in search of our host 
hotel, Le Germain. This was no mean feat, 
due to the driver’s insistence that 2050 Rue 
Mansfield was an office building. And it 
was—at one time. Now it is an absolutely~ 
drop-dead gorgeous boutique hotel that 
makes every guest wish it were their home. 
(We were no exception.) 


As we settled into the “fatal chic” of our 
room, I ran through our five-day itinerary 
once again. Cocktail parties. Dinners. 
Meetings. Tours. Jet boating on the Lachine 
rapids. And more than enough spare time to 
get to know Montréal intimately (the good 
points and the deliciously bad). All this and 
Pride, too! 

Despite what seemed like a blur from 
arrival to departure, this trip offered a 
number of very memorable experiences for 
me both professionally and personally. 

On one level, it afforded an opportunity 
to sit down with other people in my chosen 
field and discuss the ins and outs of gay 
publishing. The scope of our group was 
astonishing, ranging from representatives of 
such glossies as Girlfriends, On Our Backs, 
Genre and Fab National to regional papers 
like The Baltimore Alternative and The Gay 
People’s Chronicle of Ohio. Regardless of a 
publication’s scale, two things became very 
apparent in our discussions: this is a very 
frustrating industry to be in (despite such 
perks as press junkets) and none of us would 
change our career for the world. 

There was also a profound sense of 
validation, after hearing mention of “les 
journalistes gat’ on the evening news and 
making the front page of The Gazette, that 
our impressions of the city were both 
meaningful and welcome. 

Personally, the trip served as an 
incredible morale booster and put me in a 
better frame of mind to return to a less 
tolerant province and work to effect change. 
Nowhere was this feeling more strongly felt 
than at an early moming conference with 
André Boulerice, National Assembly of 
Quebec Member for Sainte-Marie-Saint 
Jacques and Claudienne Ouellette, president 
of the Gay and Lesbian Coalition of Quebec. 

On June 16 of this year, the National 
Assembly of Quebec unanimously passed 
into law Bill 32, which gives same-sex 
common-law spouses the same rights and 
social obligations as their heterosexual 
counterparts. In total, thirteen departments, 
twenty-eight laws and eleven regulations are 
affected by this omnibus bill. The impact of

this victory will be felt everywhere, from 
income labour standards and 
insurance to social assistance and provincial 
pensions. 

It was goosebumps all around as we 
listened to Monsieur Boulerice recount his 
efforts to bring this legislation about, both as 
a politician and a gay man. 

“The unanimous vote by members of 
our assembly was an exemplary outcome and 
should serve as an inspiration to other 
governments in Canada, notably the federal 
government,” Boulerice said. 

It must also be noted that when the idea 
of Bill 32 was presented in the polls, fully 
eighty percent of Quebec’s population 
supported it. 

“Recognition of same-sex couples is a 
clear reflection of our population’s open- 
mindedness and its solidarity and respect for 
minorities,” Boulerice said of this staggering 
approval rating. “This attitude marked by 
tolerance and wisdom is proof that our 
society is more concerned with social 
cohesion than the differences between 
citizens.” 

For some that moming, goosebumps 
became tears as Claudienne Ouellette spoke 
with passion and pride about what the results 
of André Boulerice’s efforts meant to her as 
a gay woman. She recounted how she had 
walked through the National Assembly with 
her partner the evening of the decision. “T 
had strolled hand-in-hand with my spouse 
many times before,” she said, “but this time 
was different. This time I felt legitimized by 
my Own government.” 

In the wake of this remarkable victory, it 
was no wonder, then, that the ‘99 Pride 
celebration was nothing short of euphoric. 
The sheer joy displayed by Montréal’s gay 
community was both awe-inspiring and just 
plain inspiring for those of us who came from 
afar to witness it. For me, the experience was 
invaluable as a gay man, a journalist, a 
westerner and as a Canadian. For allowing 
me to experience this I would like to thank 
the following individuals and groups for their 
kindness and generosity.

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reader. However, I see it as part of a 
wider issue of exclusion. 

There is a strong tendency in the gay 
male self-image these days to put a 
premium on youth, good looks and 
muscularity. This is reflected in almost 
all ads and announcements for gay 
services and events that I have seen. I 
understand the need for advertisers and 
publications such as yours to cater to 
their clientele’s tastes. However, tastes 
are also influenced by what people 
perceive as popular and “approved”. 
Catering to too narrow a taste can 
entrench that image as the only 
acceptable one. 

If gay men see young, muscular men 
portrayed as representing their 
community, some of us will conclude 
that we don’t belong here, either. This is 
an experience of silent rejection that 
comes on top of having to deal with 
one’s exclusion from the social 
connections of the straight world. Yes, 
this negative self-perception can be 
overcome. But what does it benefit the 
gay community to cause any of its 
potential members to feel unworthy to 
belong? 

You may question whether this is a 
really significant issue. However, I 
interpret the fact that there is still a very 
small amount of social networking 
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among gays in this city, despite the 
increasingly tolerant straight 
environment, as an indication that fear of 
further rejection does prevent sizeable 
numbers of gay men from joining gay 
clubs and finding partners. Every gay 
man I have spoken to has the impression 
that the opportunities for meeting other 
gay men in Calgary are less than 
expected for a city this size, and perhaps 
less than ten years ago. If this is the true 
trend, and you want to promote more 
participation, you may have to tone 
down or broaden the “acceptable image” 
you portray. 

Running a “Sunshine Boy”-style 
picture won’t ruin your moral status with 
me. I enjoy seeing handsome men, too! 
But running a dozen or so mostly naked 
hunks, some obviously making out, and 
seeing reviews of porn movies in every 
issue, does make me wonder whether or 
not I have to be a slut to be accepted in 
the gay community. And a strong, self- 
confident, good-looking slut at that. 
Seeing the Rainbow Pride Resource 
Centre advertise “adult videos and toys” 
especially makes me wonder. Is the 
centre some kind of sex shop? Do I have 
to be a porn star or a porn consumer to 
get that Rainbow Pride? 

You have an excellent and widely- 
read publication. You have both the 
power and the responsibility to define 
who is welcome and acceptable as a gay 
person. Please don’t let the positive, 
inclusive message of your many feature 


articles be undermined by the excluding 
message of some of your visuals.

I appreciate you taking the time to 
put your thoughts down on paper—so 
few people do actually make this effort 
and it’s refreshing to get such honest 
feedback. As far as what constitutes 
exclusionary imagery within our pages, 
I’m afraid I must disagree with you on 
a business level—not a social one. You 
are quite right to point out that youth 
and physical beauty are 
overemphasized in popular culture— 
gay or otherwise. Much of what you see 
is part of advertisements within the 
paper. Beyond a clause forbidding any 
depiction of full-frontal nudity, and a 
few guidelines for “reasonable good 
taste”, our advertisers are free to 
choose images which they feel—or 
know—to be effective for their 
businesses. 

We live in a society where sex does 
more than sell—it defines who we are 
and what we do on a grander scale than 
most of us would ever want to admit. 
Things can change—and they do—but 
it all takes time and a lot of effort on the 
part of numerous people. 

P.S. Please don’t be put off by the 
idea that Rainbow Resource is a porn 
shop—it is a small part of what they 
offer.

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Rex Harrington: Powerful partnerships

In a dance world before Nureyev and 
Baryshnikov, ballet 
dominated by the ballerina—every last 


was a medium 
one of ‘em, it seemed, a graceful swan, 
airborne by the brawn of the otherwise 
invisible male dancer with whom she 
was partnered. 

But in the decades two of 
Russia’s most prominent male dancers 
defected to the West, all that has 
changed. Thanks to them and the 
example they set, the male dancer has 
been freed from the enforced role of a 
balletic ‘Mr. Shifter’ to become a star in 
his own right. 

As a result, today’s balletic spotlight 
embraces both the delicate beauty of the 
traditional ballerina and the thrillingly 
masculine athleticism and grace of the 
danceur noble, the male counterpart of 
the prima ballerina. 

The National Ballet of Canada 
hasn’t merely changed with the times. It 
has been at the vanguard, thanks 
primarily to their early involvement with 
Nureyev, an involvement which 
propelled the company into international 
prominence. 

Nureyey taught Toronto, audiences 
that, when it comes to ballet, the boys 
were every bit as watchable as the girls. 

So, if Karen Kain was a star of 
international prominence—and she most 
certainly was—then Frank Augustyn, her 
longtime partner, was only slightly less 
well known. 

In the final seasons of Kain’s career,

however, it wasn’t Augustine (now. 


retired) who partnered her in some of her 
most memorable performances.

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As often as not, that honour fell to 
Rex Harrington, a Canadian-born 
graduate of the National Ballet School 
and a long-time principal dancer with the 
company. 

Arrestingly handsome with a 
sculpted form that marries European 
elegance with North American 
masculinity, Harrington brought strong 
acting skills and a graceful elegance to 
his partnership with Kain. 

In talent and in looks, he was the 
perfect masculine foil to Kain’s delicate 
femininity—the perfect prince for these 
modern times. 

And the fact that he was gay only 
added to his mystique. 

Now, with Kain retired from 
dancing, the NBOC’s artistic director, 
James Kudelka, has given Harrington the 
kind of attention few North American 
male dancers have ever enjoyed—and 
the thirty-five-year-old Harrington is 
making the most of it. 

fi Kudelka’s The Four Seasons, 
built on Vivaldi’s classic score, he is at 
the core of the choreographer’s vision of 
the seasons of life, and everyone—critics 
and audience alike—has been eating it 
up, both in its Toronto premiere and in a 
recent New York engagement. 

So it came as no surprise that when 
Kudelka decided to revisit ballet’s 
classic Swan Lake, Harrington would 
figure prominently. 

Just how prominently will become 
obvious when the NBOC’s Swan Lake 
embarks on a Western Canadian tour this 
fall [see above right for dates]. 

In  « selected performances, 
Harrington will perform the role of 


Rothbart, an enigmatic and 
unquestionably “homo-sexy” villain 
whose malice lies at the heart of the tale. 
It’s a role Harrington created under 
Kudelka’s supervision and as a 
consequence, it reflects both the artistic 
and the sexual sensibility of both men. 
As to where one stops and the other 
takes over, Harrington is pretty clear. 
The steps, the movement, he says, 
are all Kudelka, but “how I present him 
is coming from my imagination,” 
Harrington says, rejoicing in the 
challenge that the role offered. 
“It was something that no one had 
seen and it was mine to create,” he says. 
Obviously, Swan Lake is not the first 
eollaboration between the dancer and the 
choreographer, but Harrington still finds

anything to anyone in this community 
then I should lend my name to something 
that could support me.” 

Then, of course, there’s his 
relationship with his audience—and 
that’s a kind of partnership too. 

Harrington entertains his audience 
but, as a performer, he’s getting 
something back as well. 

“That’s why we all perform,” he 
says. “You’re out there trying to find 
that ‘You-like-me-you-really-like-me”— 
that stupid Sally Field thing.” 

But the partnership that’s foremost 
in his mind and his life these days is the 
one he has with Newfoundland-born Rod 
Freake, the singer with whom he shares 
his life at Stone Orchard, the Ontario 
farmstead that was, until recently, the

and a challenge. 

“It is, in a sense,” he says, “because 
I think it deepens our relationship. This 
is just another step for us as working 
partners.” 

That would be just one of many 
partnerships that figure prominently in 
Harrington’s life. 

Thgre’s his ongoing professional 
partnership, for instance, with Evelyn 
Hart, prima ballerina of the Royal 
Wéanipeg Ballet—a partnership that has 
taken them around the world. 

Then there was his personal 
partnership with dancer Gregory 
Osborne, who died of AIDS in 1994. His 
death propelled Harrington in the 
Dancers For Life movement, where he 
still performs regularly. 

“T’ve seen how horrible it can be and 
I wanted to put myself out there to help,” 
Harrington explains. “Gregory’s death 
and my own fears.” He shrugs. “If I am 


partner William Whitehead. 

Harrington and Freake share the 
sprawling farmstead with “ducks and 
chickens, cats and two Great Danes,” the 
dancer explains, adding that they are still 
trying to find the rhythm of small-town 
Ontario. 

“That’s a little odd,” Harrington 
admits. “I feel like an oddity sometimes 
when I drive into town. The people are 
nice, but everyone talks—and the cars do 
slow down as they drive by.” 

He laughs. 

“And when Rod and I push our little 
cart in the supermarket, people kind of 
laugh.” 

Not that such behaviour troubles 
Harrington much. As an adult, he’s. 
never bothered to hide his sexuality and 
has never been bothered by the perceived 
link between homosexuality and ballet.

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“T’ve just always been who I am and 
whoever knows, knows,” he says. 
“More and more, [male dancers] are 
either straight or confused,” he explains. 
“So that cliché is kind of dead.” 

For Harrington, so is the cliche of 
the gay man as free agent, moving from 
partner to partner with gay abandon. 

“I think, as a community, we create 
this sort of vacuum,” he reflects. “You 
just don’t realize there’s a healthy, 
normal way of being gay.” 

With that attitude, it should come as 
no surprise that most of his relationships 
have been long-term and, as for the 
others—well, it didn’t take him long to 
figure out that some people were

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interested in him more because of what 


he did than who he was. 

“If. I did have short-term 
relationships,” he reflects, “It was 
because of who I was—the cachet in the 
community.” 

But for Harrington, it had to mean 
something more. 

“Being in a relationship has always 
been important to me,” he continues. 

“At the end of the day, I would 
rather not be alone. I want to create 
something with someone.”

address. Additional advertisements 
through LRT and mall posters, street ads, 
and billboards will be purchased depending 
on the generosity of the gay community. 

Tax deductible donations will also be 
accepted directly to GLCSA in a lump sum 
or through the 5-10-20 program ($5, $10, 
or $20 is charged each month to your VISA 
or Mastercard). GLCSA _ will be 
approaching its members, volunteers, and 
other members of the gay and lesbian 
community to donate money to pay for its 
services as part of the OK Campaign. 
Another fund will be matched dollar for 
dollar for every donation made for 
GLCSA’s services and this alternate 
funding will go to pay the cost of 
advertising (unfortunately this same fund is 
very restricted and cannot be used for the 
major part of operating GLCSA’s services). 

Last fall, the OK public education 
campaign was extremely successful. The 
number of users of services increased by 
eighteen percent immediately after the 
program began. The profile of GLCSA in 
the Calgary region rose, as evidenced by 
media reports, making the agenda of City 
Council, and calls and letters by the public. 
The program also attracted a number of 
new volunteers. 

This year, donated money will once 
again go to pay for the peer support, crisis 
lines, and drop-in centre. ‘It will also help 
operate support groups for women, 
bisexuals, and gay youth; as well as help 
the Men’s Project expand into new territory 


and maintain the resource database. In the 
future, GLCSA will be looking into further 
developing a community centre with other 
groups. However, donations will not be 
directed toward this effort until the idea has 
firm support from other groups and only 
after a concrete action plan has been 
developed. 

GLCSA has to be careful about how it 
presents its information. The OK public 
education program is not intended to sway 
public opinion or change laws on civic, 
provincial, or national levels. It is not 
meant to encourage governments or private 
corporations to create or change policies 


related to any gay/lesbian/bisexual issues. 
It is only intended as a referral to 
information and education resources for 
those people who want the information. If 
GLCSA is seen in any way attempting to 
sway general public opinion or laws, it 
risks losing its charitable status.

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Unil-E’s social melting pot —

What’s Swank and Spunk? Well, 
aside from the obvious (the titles of a 
couple of porn magazines) Swank and 
Spunk was also recently employed as the 
name of an art show/rave/party held July 
23rd in an Edmonton nightclub. 

You might rightfully ask why a 
nightclub—which usually contains about 
as much light as a train tunnel—would be 
used as a space to display art. But Swank 
and Spunk wasn’t just about art. The show 
was a successful attempt to integrate not 
just different art forms—DJ music, 
painting, photography and dance—but to 
bring together different cultures and 
generations in a space that would allow for 
the exchange of ideas, accommodate some 
dancing and (to be blunt) foster links 
between painters and people with money. 

The brainchild of Clay Stam, a well- 
known local Edmonton artist and curator 
(many people know him as the curator of 
the continuously changing exhibits at the 
two Cafe La Gare coffee houses in the 
city), and Unit-E, an Edmonton artistic 
group committed to the integration of 
different kinds of art and cultures into new 
configurations, Swank and Spunk was an 
exciting vibe. It was a fascinating mix of 
established money and starving artists, of 
expensive dresses and body piercing, of 
queer and conservative, of big ‘dos and big 
tattoos. 

What are the goals of a group like 
Unit-E (the “ee” is for Edmonton) and a 
show like Swank and Spunk? Outlooks 
spoke with Clay Stam, who’s no longer an 
active member of Unit-E but still works 
with that group to put on shows. 

Outlooks: Tell me how Swank got 
organized. Was it Unit-E that organized it? 

Stam: Unit-E and myself. I was the 
event coordinator and they pretty much 
backed me up on it with the event 
promotion, and helped me with all the 
fillers. We needed food, people to work 
the door—they took care of the whole 
overall look of the thing other than the 
artwork. I did the booking of the artwork. 

Outlooks: Is this the first time an 
event of this kind has been held in a 
nightclub space? 

Stam: No. We’ve had two [in such 
Prior to that we’d held them at 
109 Discotheque. We’ve been using gay 
atmospheres. It wasn’t something we set 
out to do, but we like the flamboyancy, and 
the support from the gay community was 
enormous. So we decided to stick with it. 

Outlooks: Let’s go back, then, to 
before the July show. Tell me about Unit- 
E—how it started and what it’s become 
now. 

Stam: Basically, about five years ago, 
a group of my friends—decided to 
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get a group together to do event co- 
ordination in the city. Myself, Michael 
Brody, Emilio Gagliardi and another 
friend of ours, Jason. Our first event was 
at the Catalyst Theatre and it was a dance 
and art evening. We stick with that theme, 
in part because of the support we got for 
that first event. We've just continued on 
our way. I personally retired from Unit-E 
two years ago, just because I was out and 
about concentrating more on the art. They 
were concentrating on the dance. So we 
thought, rather than doing these two things 
through Unit-E, we’d collaborate later and 
I'd concentrate more on my artistic 
interests. We still work together, so 
technically I suppose we are still one Unit- 
E, but we’ve done dance-only events and 
many art-only events. About a year ago, 
we started doing the joint events again. 

Outlooks: So what was the audience 
that Unit-E wanted to connect with, and 
why? 

Stam: Well, we targeted a certain kind 
of person to start—a young crowd between 
twenty to about thirty-five. It wasn’t 
mainstreamed to a crowd of “art only”; 
rather, appreciaters of art, as well as the 
gay and straight communities. But in the 
last five years we’ve received a lot of 
support from the gay community. Not 
exclusively, but we've maintained the 
links—not through membership, but 
through the phone numbers of supporters 
and buyers, and we keep updating our lists. 
Our goal was pretty much to set out as a 
production team and host events. We’ve 
been very successful. If you count the 
smaller events at La Gare that we’ve 
had—and those happen once very six 
weeks or so—we probably have had 
between thirty to forty events. We’ve been 
successful and had very positive feedback. 
So Unit-E has quite a large name as a 
production group. They help even larger 
groups because many of the ‘people in 
Unit-E are in design and decorating for 
larger parties like “Viva Las Vegas”—a 
party which had about two thousand 
people at it. I think that’s what they'd

rather be called: a design group. 

Outlooks: There hasn’t been a lot of 
attention paid in the mainstream press to 
events like Swank and Spunk. Have they 
just not known about it, or has Unit-E just 
not pursued that kind of publicity? 

Stam: It’s not their biggest pursuit, 
but of course everyone likes recognition 
for what they do. I think maybe that’s why 
we get a repeat audience, they know when 
we're doing things and we target publicity 
in a personal way to them. It would be 
nice to have larger and larger events, but 
that’s not their biggest thing. They'd 
rather please or challenge the people who 
are there than to try to please a thousand 
people, which just isn’t possible. We tend 
to be able to talk to everyone, make them 
comfortable and cozy, whether they’re 
buying art, looking at it, dancing, sitting or 
drinking. 

Outlooks: One of the contradictions, 
though, of an event like Swank and Spunk, 
would be that the age group you target 
doesn’t seem to match the group that buys 
art. I mean, I suppose some people in their 
thirties would have money to buy. But 
isn’t the age group you'd need to target— 
baby-boomers—too old for a rave event 
and at odds with a 
club atmosphere? 

S t am 
Previously you asked 
me what our original 
goals were—we set } 
out to target twenty- 
to thirty-five-year- 
olds. But along the 
way we recognized 
that our support was 
really coming from 
different areas: either 
the gay community, 
or people between 
twenty-five and forty- 
five. Somewhere 
along the way our 
target group got older, 
and we decided to 
cater to that and not 
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do a mass-scale event of a bunch of 
“children of the corn”. And there’s a 
coming together of groups at these events 
that’s amazing. 

Outlooks: So how did Swank and 
Spunk turn out? 

Stam: It was very successful in all 
parts of it. I wish I could bitch about it, 
because I always find it easier to bitch. We 
sold seventeen pieces of art altogether, 
from 190 paintings delivered. We had lots 
of artists wanting to join the event. I went 
through seventy-three interviews in 
choosing the artists who were included. 
Our turnout was very high—and we were 
in and out of the club within an hour or 
so... You could come see the art, dance if 
you wanted, chat—you didn’t need to stay 
for the music if you didn’t want to. The 
crowd was fantastic. It was a fantastic 
birthday for me as well—my birthday was 
on the 23rd. 

Outlooks: What’s planned in the 
future? Are there any events coming up? 

Stam: Yes, we’re planning for the 
fall; probably for Halloween. We’re 
planning to have the event at another gay 
venue, and there may be co-ordination 
happening between us and a Calgary 
locale to have a show down there. So we 
may have a two-week event. We'll have 
the art show in Edmonton on Friday night, 
and live music, then we'll carry over to 
Saturday with the dance part of it. We'll 
leave some of the highlighted paintings up 
to decorate the place. Then we hope to 
move the show down to Calgary the next 
weekend. We’ve had a surprising amount 
of support coming up from Calgary, and a 
number of people saying we have to have 
events down there as well. 

Watch for news of Unit-E’s upcoming 
shows in both Edmonton and Calgary in 
future issues of Outlooks.

Originally a food and beverage director 
for Sheraton Hotels, Manojlovich went on to 
do guest stints on CityTV’s Cityline, on behalf 
of his own special events company. 
He was subsequently spotted 
‘doing his thing’ onscreen by 
producer Michael Prini and 
an offer was made to 
develop a_ television 
\ project. The rest is, of 
4 course, history. 

Now, thanks to 
HGTV,  Manojlovich 
enters many households 
7 throughout North America 
’ in a gentle blue glow and 
easily makes himself—and 
viewers—quite at home. 

“T don’t necessarily think that we 
always make everything perfect,” 


do 
Manojlovich laughs when queried on the 
process of perfection. 

“There are occasions when we’re taping 
the show and something pops out of a pot or 
I'm pouring something and it slurps out of the 


glass. These things happen and we don’t 


strike the set and re-do everything. I think it’s 
wonderful to learn the grace of being able to 
wipe up the spill and carry on.” 

If Savoir Faire and, indeed, Manojlovich 
can boast of anything, it’s the fact that the 


show could never be called an aesthetic 
dictatorship. Inevitably, the Fates or the 
Furies or something brings me to inquire after 
Manojlovich’s views on the much-maligned 
Martha Stewart, to whom he is often 
compared (modified with a prefix of either 
“the male” or “the Canadian’). 

“It’s an honour to be compared to her,” 
he offers graciously and with genuine 
admiration. “I think we’re very different 
people. She’s quite remarkable for allowing 
all of her knowledge and her talent to be 
translated so that everyone can use it. She’s 
very gracious in everything that she does.” 

By this point in time, everyone 
everywhere has heard at least one quote 
attributing the “upscaling” of American taste 
to la Stewart herself. And while there may be 
more than just a julienne of truth in this idea, 
Manojlovich is much more generous about 
the ‘level of the bar’ in his own country and 
culture. 

“Canadians are very much in tune with 
what is happening visually and we are a group 
of people who are proud of our homes and 
how we entertain,” he says. 

“South of the border I’d be tempted to 
say they’re a little more relaxed about this— 
more apt to pick up something on the run. I 
think there is a distinction between Canadians 
and Americans in that regard.” 


It seems an obvious question, then, while 
on the subject of lifestyle, how Manojlovich 
himself would settle into the world without 
restrictions of bank account or border. 

“Bliss would be a remarkably gorgeous 
apartment on the Left Bank of the Seine with 
a permanent gold key to Versailles and the 
Louvre and all that,” he says. “TI don’t know 
if that’s realistic but I could certainly see 
myself living in Paris, drinking a little café 
latté and being quite happy.” 

For the time being, however, Nik 
Manojlovich is content to keep doing what he 
does best, namely saving us all from an 
existence decorated with plastic flowers and 
fuelled by nightmarish microwaveable junk- 
food. 

He will be appearing at the fifteenth 
annual Calgary Home and Interior Design 
Show from September 23 to 26 as part of a 
presentation entitled Lettuce Entertain You.

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Who’s Surrey now?

About an hour southeast of Vancouver 
lies the sprawling community of Surrey, a 
former agricultural hub that has burgeoned 
with residential development in response to 
Vancouver’s prohibitive housing prices. 

For years, it has been the butt of 
Vancouverites’ bad jokes. Although there are 
some charming neighbourhoods in the 
municipality, Surrey’s reputation remains as a 
redneck mecca. Parts of the place, to be sure, 
have the requisite broken-down cars in the 
front yard and the wolf-like pets chained to 
the front porch. 

The area has also produced some of 
British Columbia’s most colourful politicians, 
including Bill Vander Zalm, the former 
premier who had previously served as mayor 
of Surrey in the 1970s. 

It is also home to Kari Simpson, 
executive director of Citizens’ Research 
Institute. The CRI is the sort of agency often 
seen caricatured in Hollywood movies, with 
do-gooder family values forming the excuse 
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for a vitriolic attack on minorities. 

Aside from all this, for thousands of 
Vancouver residents who cannot afford the 
exorbitant house prices in the city, Surrey is 
the last resort for the dream of home 
ownership. With this influx has come a 
remarkable change, of course. There was a 
time when surrounding municipalities were 
eager to dissociate themselves with their 
neighbour. “Happiness is never having to say 
you're Surrey,” was a popular slogan a few 
years ago, until city officials made public 
complaints about the bad rap. 

Redneck though its reputation may be, 
Surrey is, in fact, one of the province’s most 
multicultural communities. There is a large 
Indo-Canadian population that is making its 
presence felt at every level of politics in the 
area. A drive down Scott Road, one of the 
boundaries separating Surrey from a 
neighbouring municipality, offers a variety of 
cuisines and entertainment venues that could 
not be found in most towns thought of as 
‘redneck’. 
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Surrey is, nonetheless, part of B.C.’s 
Bible Belt, stretching along the banks of the 
Fraser River. There is a large representation 
of fundamentalist churches, many of them 
enormous structures built in the only place in 
the Lower Mainland with huge affordable 
swaths of property suitable for a massive 
weekly influx of SUVs and station wagons. 

Surrey, suffice it to say, is more complex 
than its reputation would suggest. 

Take this July’s Gay Pride event in 
Surrey. Just a couple of years ago, Svend 
Robinson, the Member of Parliament for the 
suburb of Burnaby, spoke at the Vancouver 
Pride parade. He suggested that the next step 
in the gay movement would be to take Pride 
events out into the smaller communities. 
Now there are Pride festivities in places like 
Kelowna and Prince George. But when 
Robinson suggested Surrey would be a logical 
location for pride, the crowd laughed. 

Surrey’s event is not soon going to 
supplant the monumental parade and festival 
that took place a few days later in the city, but 


ng Vancouver do make 
a point of dropping i in to the store 
and pick up your free map of the — 
city listing all the gay & lesbian 
hotspots, places to shop and meet 
special people. We also have a 
reliable, well established mail 
order service with an 800 number 
or visit the store on the Net. 
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it was a gutsy move for the locals who put it 
on and it was a warning to outsiders not to 
prejudge Surrey. 

Keeping all this in mind, one must admit 
that Surrey comes by its reputation with some 
justification. 

In April 1997, the Surrey school board 
voted four to three for the resolution that “all 
administration, teaching and counselling staff 
be informed that resources from gay and 
lesbian groups such as GALE (Gay and 
Lesbian Educators) or their related resource 
lists are not approved for use or redistribution 
in the Surrey School District.” The issue 
arose out of efforts by GALE to make age- 
appropriate resources available to schools to 
teach about homosexuality. 

This topic has proved a particular 
bugbear for the Surrey school board. The 
board includes Heather Stillwell, the head of 
B.C.’s Family Coalition Party, an extreme 
right organization based on an interpretation 
of Christian principles. 

Flush from their victory, the board two 
weeks later passed another resolution, 
banning the gay-themed children’s books 
Asha’s Mums, Belinda’s Bouquet, and One 
Dad, Two Dads, Brown Dads, Blue Dads 
from the district's recommended learning 
resources and library resources. 

In response, parents, authors and teachers 
launched a constitutional challenge to the 
book-banning. The case was a cause celebre 
(though also a bit of deja vu) the province’s 
gay community having already come through 
a court battle over our reading materials in the 
case of Little Sister’s versus the federal 
government’s border inspection officials. 

On Dec. 16, 1998, the B.C. Supreme 
Court struck down Surrey’s book-banning. 
However, the court did not order the district to 
approve the books, saying that would be a rare 
intervention. The process, not the result, was 
more at issue in the case. 

In the end, the reputation of Surrey lies 
where it should: in the hands of people who 
live there and choose the elected officials who 
represent them. This November, voters all 
over British Columbia will elect their local 
councils and school boards. Three years ago, 
at the last election, few people paid attention 
to the candidates in the rather minor race for 
Surrey school board. 
hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
raised and spent in the gay community and 
elsewhere to fight the prejudiced decisions by 
Surrey’s school trustees. 

This year, gays and lesbians around B.C. 
as well as other interested observers will pay 
more attention to the race for Surrey’s school 
board.

After shunning a career in commerce, 
Alison Miyauchi has found her niche as an

[Laughs] I 
was living a nice life; however, I was ¥ 
feeling a little unfulfilled mentally and 
creatively. Then one day I said, “You 
know, I haven’t drawn anything for a 
while. I should just sit down and do it.” 
And that was it, | was hooked. I have 
been doing more serious painting recently. 
Concentrating on it as a form of livelihood 
for the last two years. 

Outlooks: And your choice of 
imagery, how did that come about? 

Miyauchi: I used to draw sketches of 
clothes thrown on the floor. I like the idea 
of discarded clothing because it implies a 
narrative, and that’s where the lingerie 
thing started. In the course of my life, I 
have amassed this wonderful collection of 
beautiful lingerie. I mean, I am a lingerie 
freak—I love this stuff. I have this big, 
huge box of lingerie and I was sitting and 
thinking, “You can only wear one piece at 
a time, no one ever sees it, why don’t I 
take this collection and start drawing it?” 
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So that’s how it originated. People were 
saying it was erotic. It does have that 
sensibility to it, but it’s taking it one step 
away from overt eroticism because there’s 
no body attached. Any readings of 
eroticism, fantasy or fetishism are all in 
the mind of the viewer. So with 
exploration I build on that. In addition I 
have been giving the shoes in the pieces 
particular names, so when a viewer sees 
the title ‘Felicity’ he or she will see this 
shoe and start to play this fantasy game. 
“What does Felicity look like?” or “If my 
name were Felicity, I might wear this 
shoe, what. kind of personality would I 
have?” then it becomes a bit of a mind 
game. With the shoes and the lingerie a 
lot of things are on hand. I can just open 
up the box and throw it on the floor. 
That’s what I actually do. It can be quite 
disconcerting for people to come over 
when I am actually working and they see 
lingerie on the floor and say “What the 
hell have you been doing?” 

Outlooks: Once again, what they’re 
thinking becomes more provocative... 

Miyauchi: Oh yeah, always. I started 
out with the lingerie, more cutesy. Then it 
became more edgy and then it turned into 
the come-f***-me-shoes. . I like to call 
them my stiletto series—the platform 
shoes series. My art dealer will say, 
“Have you done any more CFMSs?”—his 
abbreviation for it. Meanwhile, some 
matron has got them in her 
bathroom,

having no idea. [Laughs.] I call this set of 
pieces [The Objects of Desire series] my 
bedroom and bathroom art because that’s 
where people would most likely hang 
them. 
Outlooks: 
medium? 
Miyauchi: Having just a drawing on 
paper wasn’t enough for me, it wasn’t 


So your choice of 


saying what I wanted it to say, so that’s 
why I pulled out the Mylar—God’s gift to 
the universe! Now here’s a medium that I 
can explore and get the layering that I 
want. I’m one of those people who likes 
to have it all worked out in my mind 
before I start getting my hands dirty, 
thinking what would be a good material to 
work with. There’s gouache on mylar, 
ink, layers of gold leaf, water colour, 
mixed media, the dog’s breakfast! I guess 
it’s Pop Art art related and post- 
modernism because of the inclusion of 
text, but it’s not resurrecting Pop Art even 
though it has that language and form. 
Also like pop art, it is taking the mundane 
banal object and putting it above that. 
Outlooks: And people’s responses? 
Miyauchi: I hope when people look 
at this work, they’re not taking them too 
seriously. They’re not meant to be big 
social statements or political commentary. 
They’re supposed to be fun, supposed to 
make you laugh, make you smile, and if 
they trigger some fun fantasy then great. 
Then I ask myself, “Do you think people 
are making that connection of the quasi- 
bondage thing—which corsets are— 
alongside the contemporary bra, are they 
getting that?” Then I think, “who cares?” 
They might just like these old 1901 
drawings with something modern, “ooh 
that’s a nice juxtaposition.” I get really 
upset with artists who are really precious 


4 about their work, I don’t understand the 


point. In my teaching at the college, I 
always try to encourage my students not 
to be precious because if you’re too 
4 precious, you're going to be depressed 
all the time. There is always going to 
be somebody who doesn’t like your 
work, and there’s always room for 
improvement. If you look at a piece 
and say, “this is a pure gem,” then 
you stop growing as.an artist. 
Outlooks: And I agree with 
\ the statement “Art isn’t precious, 
only artist’s egos are.” 
Miyauchi: Absolutely! 
Some people hate my stuff, they 


4 think it’s like infantile, the 
drawing’s crude, oh well, 
whatever... 


Outlooks: Yeah, that’s part of 
being an artist I suppose. Just recently 
this person sent me this hate e-mail and in 
the end called me a visual prostitute. I 
sent an e-mail back, saying “thank you, 
you showed me that I am able to provoke 
an emotion within you.” 

Miyauchi: You know what I would 
have done? I would have written back, 
“[m not a visual prostitute, I’m an art 
slut! [Laughs.] Get your terminology 
right, buddy—hello!” 

Outlooks: So in what direction do 


you see yourself going? 


Miyauchi: Bigger! The series I am 
working on right now, I fondly call them 
my small objects of desire. I would 
eventually like to do some bondage 
material. 

Outlooks: I sensed that about you. 

Miyuachi: Really? Some of my 
students caught my work and were 
shocked—thinking I’m this innocent 
school marm. I like to work from life, so 
in actually drawing the bondage material, 
I will have to get my nerve up to buy some 
of this stuff or find someone who has a 
collection that I can pilfer. 

Outlooks: Maybe I might know of 
someone... 

Miyauchi: Oh please, introduce us! I 
was talking to Chris Harrison [of Harrison 
Galleries] about my work. He said, “I 
would really like you to work big, because 
I would like to do a solo show with you. 
Then we could paper the windows with 
brown craft paper, and you could come in 
all dressed in leather, leading two guys on 
leashes!” Ooh—I like that, that’s really 
good incentive! I could really enjoy the 
whole theatricality of it all. Can you 
imagine Calgary with that kind of 
opening? They would freak! 

Outlooks: Yeah, we could really use 
something like that. 

Miyauchi: I would probably be 
blacklisted! 

Outlooks: Oh no, not at all, people 
would probably be waiting with bated 
breath for your next show opening. 

Miyauchi: What’s beyond bondage? 

Outlooks: I don’t want to know. 

Miyauchi: Maybe that’s the name of 
the next show—‘Beyond Bondage.”

The cup of life

“Here we go—Ale! Ale! Ale! Go! Go! Go! Allez! Allez!

I knew the minute I heard the insistent rhythm of Ricky 
Martin’s La Copa de la Vida blaring from the first float of 
Montréal’s Divers/Cité Pride parade, that the event was going 
to be memorable. And that was an understatement. 

This year’s celebration (my first) was double the size of 
*98’s, with eighty-two floats and innumerable social, political 
and professional groups marching down Rue St.-Denis. 

It seemed fitting that La Copa de la Vida be the first song 
to reach our ears in this year’s parade, especially since it 
contained the following verse: 

The feeling in your soul is gonna take control 
Nothing can hold you back if you really want it 
I see it in your eyes, you want the Cup of Life 
Now that the day is here we gotta go and get it 
Do you really want it? 

These words, which Martin himself has acknowledged 
as a celebration of either the famed World Cup or love, , 
had particular resonance at this year’s Pride

following the Bill 32 victory. As André Boulerice, the 
politician responsible for this tremendous achievement, came 
into view (behind a banner that read: Merci M Boulerice) 
sunlight glinted off of many joyful tears and the crowd 
erupted in deafening cheers. 

It was particularly gratifying to see the number of 
straight people who ventured out to the parade that day. 
Unlike some other cities where a disproportionate number of 
straight spectators qualify as “gawkers,” these people came 
out to show their support for the gay community as well as 
celebrate the Bill 32 victory. ° 

At the end of day, by modest estimation, over 500,000 
people turned out to take part in the event. 

The parade, however, was just the tip of the iceberg. The 
entire city was “doing Pride” in a big way. Major hotels flew 
the rainbow flag out front with the maple leaf and the fleur de 
lis. Mainstream shops installed Pride-specific window 
displays as a demonstration of support. A Saturday night 
drag show, featuring Montréal diva Mado Lamotte, 
attracted close to 10,000 people to Berri Square. 
On the day of the street fair, and for the massive

outdoor parties following the parade, police cordoned oft 
eleven blocks of Rue Ste-Catherine to accommodate the 
throng. 

Remarkably, this celebration was no “one-off deal” for 
Montréalers—the city for the most part does not just tolera 
its gay and lesbian visitors and citizens, it supports and 
approves of them.

doing some

Is there anyone out there who 
remembers the 1950s?. Is there anyone out 
there who will admit they remember the 
1950s? 

If so, you may recall those muscle 
magazines: you know, the ‘artistic’ ones 
with oiled-down hunks wearing little posing 
pouches and frolicking solo or in groups. 

Even if you don’t know what I’m 
talking about, you'll want to prick up your 
ears for this one. 

Thom Fitzgerald, the Maritime 
filmmaker who created the astonishing 
Hanging Garden a couple of years ago has 
a new film in release. 

It’s called Beefcake and it’s the story of 
Bill Miser and a handful of the other men 
who pioneered the all-male, all-buff, all- 
almost-naked physical fitness magazines of 
the 1950s. They all eventually ended up in 
prison on obscenity charges. 

No, this is not fiction—it’s hard fact. 

Fitzgerald’s Beefcake looks at how 
these harmless photos and mini home 
movies could put their makers behind bars. 

It’s all done as a mock documentary 
that actually includes original photos and 
film footage mixed with staged re- 
enactments and interviews with some of the 
original models. 

The Beefcake that’s up there on the big 
screen is not the movie Fitzgerald set out to 
make. 

“T was in Scotland promoting Hanging 
Garden when | attended a live pitching 
contest,’ explains the mild-mannered 
Fitzgerald. 

And, yes, this contest had something to 
do with balls—and Fitzgerald definitely has 
them. He didn’t have a picture in mind but 
heard that a British film company was 
interested in financing something about 
muscle men and a French company was 
looking for a beach style project. 

“| pitched putting the two companies 
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together backing a muscle beach movie,” he

says. 

Fitzgerald got the contract and began 
his research. 

In the process, he happened upon 
Valentine Hooven’s pictoral study of the 
athletic magazine culture called Beefcake. 

It was here he met Bob Miser, a shy 
man who operated his studio out of his 
mother’s home. 

His brother acted as the company 
accountant and his mother literally 
“mothered” all the young men who roomed 
at the studio and frolicked in the pool. 

She also kept wives and girlfriends at 
bay. No woman except her ever entered that 
inner sanctum where men could be men... 
with other men. 

“She was so involved with her son’s 
business that she ran it singlehandedly for 
the six months he was in prison,” Fitzgerald 
reveals. 


The Miser estate allowed Fitzgerald to 
go through the millions of photos, boxes of 
film footage and reams of paper work, 
including Miser’s diary. 

It was during this research that 
Fitzgerald found the transcripts from 
Miser’s trial. He was convicted not for 
pornography but for pimping when it was 
discovered that many of the fan letters were 
actually requests for meetings with the 
models. 

“T still believe that Bob was unaware of 
this aspect of his business and if he wasn’t I 
don’t think he ever took any commission 
for linking fans to models,’ Fitzgerald 
stresses. 

“At most, Bob would have considered 
that he was running a charitable escort 
service,” 

The filmmaker feels that “Bob’s 
magazines were the only way some guys 
could deal with their frustrations. [He] kept 
a lot of the letters. Some are pretty 
hilarious; others are really heartbreaking,” 
Fitzgerald continues. 

“My favorite was the one from a 
university student who claimed he was 
doing research on penis measurement and 
needed the flaccid and erect measurements 
of twenty-two select models. 

“He tried to make his request sound so 
sincere!” 

While making Beefcake, Fitzgerald 
talked to dozens of Miser’s models. Even 
after fifty years some of them were loathe to 
admit they were part of an early gay 
underground movement. 

“That's how closeted some of these 


men are,” he says. “Some of them still feel 
that they were doing something naughty 
and they’re deeply ashamed.” 

Fitzgerald is quick to point out that

“things haven’t changed that much.” 

One of the featured performers in 
Beefcake is Miser model turned Andy 
Warhol star Joe Dallesandro. 

His comments are among the most 
candid and revealing in the film as are his 
vintage photos and 8mm movies. 

“Before he became an Andy Warhol 
star, Joe spent his fair share of time in jail 
for sundry reasons,” Fitzgerald says. 
“Three weeks after arriving in L.A., he was 
in juvenile detention for beating up his 
agent with a broken bottle. Joe has nothing 
to hide so he tells it like it was.” 

And so does Fitzgerald. 

Beefcake is a wise, witty, insightful 
look at homosexuality in one of its most 
closeted periods. 

The film had its premiere this year in 
San Francisco during Pride Week. 

“We had 2,500 gay men crammed into 
an old Castro cinema,” Fitzgerald recalls. 

“Tt was wild, wild, wild. 

“The question and answer period ran 
longer than the film!” 

Beefcake should make it to Alberta 
cinemas sometime in the fall. Watch local 
listings for showtimes.

GAY FRIENDLY BUSINESS 


A caring corporation 


It doesn’t take a mastermind to 
figure out that Starbucks has come up 
with a version of “black gold” that 
would make any oil-producing nation 
very jealous. It would follow, then, that 
this caffeine-driven corporation would 
join the ranks of the faceless, heartless 
and exploitative others in the pantheon 
of big business. Not so. 

While many are aware of Starbucks 
success, few know the nature of their 
employee policies when it comes to job 
satisfaction, stock options and, most of 
all, equality in the workplace. 

As the company prepares itself for 
sponsorship participation in Edmonton’s 
AIDS Walk, Outlooks caught up with 
Starbucks’ marketing specialist for 
western Canada, Nicky Shaw, to ask her 
just what keeps the buzz going in their 
workplace. 

Outlooks: Why does Starbucks feel 
that it’s important to support events such 
as AIDS Walk? 

Shaw: When we look at doing 
business in communities, we look at 
what’s important to us and to our 
partners in those communities in which 
we do business. And AIDS Walk is an 
HIV and AIDS awareness thing and we 
felt it was good for us to focus on it. We 
have an umbrella [policy] that we look at 
HIV and 
AIDS is one area; literacy is too, because 
Starbucks Foundation - that 
supports literacy efforts; arts, children 
and the environment also fall under that 
umbrella. 

Outlooks: Do you think that this 
level of corporate participation lends a 
bit of legitimacy to what is still largely

viewed as a “gay disease”? 

Shaw: Even when we started this 
five years ago with our first AIDS Walk 
in Vancouver—this will be our sixth 
year—we didn’t see any stigma attached 
to this as being a “gay disease”. AIDS 
and HIV affects everybody and 
everybody is touched by the disease. So 
we asked ourselves “How can we help?” 
When we did do it five years ago there 
was very little in the way of corporate 
presence. So it’s very inspirational to 
see now how many corporations are 
actually involved and have accepted that 
this isn’t going away and that we all 
have to do something about it. 

Outlooks: What is the company’s 
official stance when it comes to gay 
employees and their partners—do you 
recognize same-sex spouses in any of 
your benefits policies? 

Shaw: Again, it’s not that we sat 
down and said “okay, gay employees— 
what do we do?” We just look at treating 
everybody the same way. Everybody 
gets the same benefits: part-time 
workers, full-time workers, Caucasians, 
Afro-Americans. We call our employees 
‘partners’ and that lends some respect 
and dignity to the policies in our mission 
statement. This is not only good for 
business, it’s the right thing to do. We 
see Starbucks as a family and we tell our 
partners that this is their company and 
then if they succeed, we succeed. 

Outlooks: Do you think this serves 
as an example to 
corporations to take a more liberal 
stance on diversity in the workplace? 

Shaw: If we can lead by example I 
think that’s great. It’s not our intention, 
but if other companies see what we're 
doing and want to incorporate it into 


their policies then that’s great. We'd 
feel good about doing something 


positive, but it’s not an intention—we 
don’t go out there trying to change other 
companies. 

Outlooks: You've built a. strong 
reputation in terms of cultivating job 
satisfaction in your employees, has this 
been an essential part of your mandate 
from the start or has it evolved? 

Shaw: Our values and principals 
have been longstanding. Our mission 
statement is not just a piece of paper

with words on it, it lives and breathes 
and we really keep referring back to our 
values and ideals within it. That’s what 
gotten us to where we are now. 
Outlooks: Were there any particular 
events that took you from your ‘debut’ 
walk in Vancouver to Edmonton? 
Shaw: We’ve only been in the 
market for two or three years and it was 
one thing our partners felt was 
important. We went in there asking 
which AIDS organizations there were 
and which ones we should be talking to 
and it was our partners that have actually 
driven that and made the contact. The 
Black and White Affair was the first 
event that we did in Edmonton, and that 
led to AIDS Walks. With me based here, 
it’s up to the partners in other cities to 


make contact and to ‘drive’ these 
projects with my direction. We've got 
nine AIDS Walks that we're 


participating in this year in Canada. It’s 
the partners who meet with the 
organizations and work booths on-site 
and collect pledges and form walking 
teams—they’re very passionate about 
what they do and so are we.

He’s very obliging but quick to point out 
that he’s straighter-than-straight. 

He still lives in an apartment with two 
other guys but stresses that he’s dating Erin 
Matthews, his leading lady from Reefer 
Madness (the campy hit play which he 
produced and in which he stars in Los 
Angeles). 

That’s right, Campbell doesn’t just have 
a hit movie on his plate but also a play that’s 
the talk of Tinseltown.

“He had some pretty explicit gay 
moments in Basketball Diaries and Total 
Eclipse and he still got to do the boat movie. 


Hollywood isn’t as fixated on people’s 


sexuality as much as it was, say, even ten or 
fifteen years ago. Acting is acting.” 

The toughest thing about playing a gay 
man in Trick was having to kiss Pitoc. 

“You don’t get razor burns from a girl,” 
he jokes, adding more seriously, “we were 
both a bit uptight that day but you just go for 
it. A lot of gay actors playing straight men 
kiss women. J guess it’s not much different.” 

He recalls the day he filmed his scene in 
a steamy dance club: “I didn’t have any 
reservations about dancing with another guy 
because [ve done that many times. I have 
some very close gay friends and we all go 
dancing together. What made this moment 
difficult was that I had to take my shirt off 
and dance with all these incredibly buff 
bodybuilder types. 

“Tve never felt so naked in my life. I 
kept wishing I'd done more athletic things in 
my youth and had kept my body toned,” 
Campbell admits. 

“T don’t think anyone in the business or 
in the theatres is going to label me a hunk 
anytime soon after this scene.”
